Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  again  presenting  you 
with  my  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  and  of  the 
work  done  in  the  District  during  the  past  year. 

It  is  necessary,  for  the  information  of  those 
unacquainted  with  local  conditions,  to  repeat  cer- 
tain physical  and  geographical  data. 

Downham  Market  is  a small  town  situated  in 
South-West  Norfolk,  and  borders  on  the  Great  Fen 
Level. 

The  town  is  built  on  a slope  towards  the  west 
down  to  a small  artificial  drain,  the  St.  John’s  Eau 
which  forms  the  western  boundary  of  the  District. 
This  drain,  which  was  constructed  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  off  the  upland  flood  waters  into  the  Ouse, 
forms  the  natural  drain  of  the  District, all  the  sewage 
and  storm  water  finding  its  way  by  sewers  or  natural 
courses  into  this  stream  which  joins  the  Ouse  some 
two  miles  lower  down. 

The  upper  part  of  the  town  is  some  100  feet 
above  the  lower  and  there  is  a gradual  fall  of  1 in  17. 

The  subsoil  consists  of  sand,  sandstone  and 
greensand  rocks  in  the  upper  part  of  the  town  and 
clav  in  the  lower. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  1002  acres  the  popu- 
lation at  the  census  of  1911  was  2497.  and  for  the 
purpose  of  this  report  I have  estimated  the  popula- 
tion at  2500, 


The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are 
those  connected  with  a small  agricultural  town, 
there  being  no  trades  injurious  to  health.  Amongst 
the  larger  industries  may  be  mentioned  a flour  mill, 
mal tings,  tinware  works,  nurseries,  a small  brewery 
and  a factory  engaged  in  cleaning  and  renovating 
discarded  Army  and  Police  clothing  and  other  work 
of  a similar  nature. 

A certain  number  of  the  population  are  engaged 
in  agricultural  and  other  work  outside  the  District. 

The  rateable  value  for  the  poor  rate  is  <£10,909, 
and  for  the  urban  rate  £8494,  a Id  rate  produces  £35 

The  public  Assistance  Committee  continues  to 
do  good  work,  and  anyone  who  requires  an  Order 
for  Hospital  has  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  one. 

The  District  Nurse,  who  is  supported  by  volun- 
tary contributions,  continues  to  do  excellent  work. 

Water  Supply. 

The  rainfall  during  the  year  was  20'73  inches. 
The  town  has  a good  water  supply  from  the  mains 
of  the  Wisbech  Water  Works  Company  which  pass 
through  the  town.  During  the  year  the  water  has 
been  laid  on  to  41  additional  houses  making  187 
houses  now  supplied.  A good  many  of  the  houses 
are  still  supplied  with  well  water. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  I submitted  sam- 
ples of  the  water  from  two  of  the  Public  wells  to 
the  County  Analyst;  both  of  these  were  considered 
unsatisfactory,  that  on  the  Lynn  Poad  being  de- 
scribed as  “ polluted  with  organic  im})urity  largely 
of  animal  origin.  It  is  dangerous  to  health  and 
unfit  for  drinking  purposes.”  Notices  were  fixed  to 
the  pumps  stating  that  “this  water  is  not  fit  for 
drinking  purposes.”  I have  since  analysed  the  water 
from  the  four  public  wells  and  find  very  little 
alteration. 


From  my  experience  of  the  water  in  the  wells 
in  this  district  and  in  the  adjoining  district  I do 
not  think  too  much  stress  should  be  paid  to  a purely 
chemical  analysis.  Before  absolutely  condemning 
a well  from  the  results  of  a chemical  analysis  I take 
into  consideration  the  surroundings  and  visible 
sources  of  pollution  and  the  results  of  a bacteriolo- 
gical examination. 

Sewerage. 

The  tenders  for  the  new  sewerage  scheme  have 
been  considered  by  your  Council  and  one  has  been 
accepted  and  there  is  every  prospect  that  the  work 
will  soon  be  in  hand.  The  scheme  provides  for  a 
pumping  station  and  purification  works,  consisting 
of  tanks,  bacteriological  filters,  &c.  in  addition  to 
several  new  lengths  of  sewers  which  will  greatly 
improve  the  existing  disposal  of  sewage  and  flood 
water. 

Scavenging, 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Surveyor.  There  is  a refuse  cart, 
belonging  to  the  Council,  which  calls  at  each  house 
once  a week,  there  being  about  500  receptacles  to 
be  emptied. 

The  I’eceptacles  generally  used  are  of  all  sizes 
and  shapes,  some  being  almost  too  heavy  for  one 
man  to  lift,  some  are  wooden  boxes  and  others  are 
old  pails,  with  half  the  bottom  out  and  a piece  of 
cardboard  put  in  to  prevent  the  escape  of  refuse. 
Consequently  the  work  of  the  scavenger  is  increased 
and  a considerable  amount  of  material  is  at  times 
scattered  about. 

These  receptacles  contain  an  enormous  amount 
of  deleterious  and  microbe  infected  organic  matter, 
and  not  being  covered  are  accessible  to  cats  and 
dogs,  vermin  and  other  germ  distributing  agencies. 


The  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  a very  important 
matter  and  I am  afraid  that  few  of  us  exercise  suf- 
ficent  care  in  this  respect.  The  house  with  its 
sweepings  and  refuse  is  an  important  cause  of  the 
perpetuation  of  microbes. 

It  is  very  important  that  as  much  rubbish  as 
possible  should  be  burnt.  There  should  be  no  liquid 
or  matter  containing  moisture  emptied  into  tiiese 
receptacles. 

Under  section  5 of  vour  bvelaws  it  is  distinctly 
stated  that  suitable  receptacles  should  be  used  and 
that  in  the  removal  if  any  refuse  should  escape  it 
should  be  immediatelv  cleared  awav. 

I think  it  is  highly  desirable  that  your  byelaws 
dealing  with  this  matter  should  be  rigidly  enforced

Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

The  Sanitary  work  of  the  town  is  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  a part  time  official.

Food 

There  are  five  registered  Dairies  and  Cowsheds 
in  the  District  which  have  been  periodically  visited. 
In  one  Cowshed  a new  ventilating  shaft  was  put  in. 
A large  Dairy  outside  the  District  purveys  milk  iu 
the  town.  The  Dairy  is  kept  in  very  good  condition. 

The  condition  of  the  ten  Bakehouses  (none  un- 
deigioundj  and  ten  Slaughter  houses  are  satisfac- 
tory and  are  all  periodically  visited. 


Factory  and  Workshop  Act 

There  are  41  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the 
District ; all  these  have  been  inspected  and  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  taken  any  action.  A copy  of 
the  Returns  sent  to  the  Home  Office  is  attached  to 
this  report. 

Housing. 

The  Housing  question  as  it  affects  your  Dis- 
trict requires  some  consideration. 

No  new  houses  having  been  built  during  the 
year  the  number  of  houses  remains  the  same,  viz. 
650.  Of  this  number  410  may  be  classed  as  cottages 
the  rental  of  the  majority  being  under  c£Tl  per  year. 
Rents  are  higher  than  in  the  surrounding  villages  and 
it  is  not  possible  to  get  a decent  cottage  for  less  than 
Jf7  or  ^8.  The  wages  of  the  unskilled  working  class 
average  from  15/-  to  16/-  per  week  and  those  that 
work  in  the  town  probably  do  not  get  anything  extra 
corresponding  to  the  harvest  money  of  the  village 
worker.  However  if  anv  new  houses  were  built 

v/ 

there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  finding  tenants  at 
or  <£10  per  year,  and  every  house  so  built  would 
leave  a vacant  one  to  be  occupied  by  those  at  present 
living  in  unsuitable  houses,  some  of  which  are  not 
really  fit  for  human  habitation  although  it  has  not 
been  considered  advisable  to  condemn  them.  Many 
of  these  are  only  suitable  for  old  married  couples  or 
old  age  pensioners.  They  certainly  are  quite  unfit 
for  young  children  to  live  in  although  unfortunately 
they  do  occasionally  attract  families,  some  of  whom 
come  in  from  outside  the  district.  The  presence  of 
these,  apart  from  the  fact  that  they  produce  cases 
of  overcrowding,  are  not  always  desirable. 

A good  deal  of  improvement  has  been  affected 
in  many  of  the  cottages  during  the  past  two  or  three 
years,  but  I am  sorry  to  say  that  there  are  landlords 


who,  in  consequence  of  making  slight  improvements, 
have  raised  the  rents  already  too  high  for  the  class 
of  cottage. 

Very  little  more  can  be  done  towards  improving 
the  older  houses,  a good  many  of  which  have  only 
one,  or  at  the  most  two,  small  bedrooms. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  there  are 
eight  unoccupied  houses.  Of  these  only  three  are 
suitable  for  accommodatiug  a family,  but  the  rents 
are  over  i^lO  and  therefore  too  high  for  a working 
man.  Two  of  the  houses  now  empty  are  about  to 
be  rebuilt  and  enlarged,  the  others  are  not  large 
enough  for  anyone  with  more  than  two  children. 

There  is  undoubtedlv  a need  for  a few  more 
cottages  capable  of  accommodating  the  larger 
families  and  as  private  enterprise  is  apparently  out 
of  the  question  it  will  become  necessary,  as  occasion 
demands,  for  you  to  consider  the  question  of 
building. 

Under  Article  5 of  the  Housing  and  Town  Plan- 
ning Act  (1909)  the  following  table  gives  the 
required  information  according  to  section  17.

General  character  of  defects  found  — dampness, 
owing  to  brick  floors  some  of  which  are  below  ground 
level,  absence  of  any  damp  course,  defective  spout- 
ing and  gullies,  insufficient  ventilation  and  light, 


especially  in  bedrooms,  due  to. the  smallness  of 
windows  which  often  do  not  open,  especially  at  the 
top,  want  of  sufficiently  ventilated  places  for  storino* 
food.  Other  defects  due  to  faulty  construction,  ill 
arranged  rooms  and  age  and  consequent  decay  of 
buildings. 

The  only  closing  order  made  was  followed  by  a 
demolition  order.  This  house  is  in  a dangerous  and 
dilapidated  condition.  It  is  occupied  by  a man  with 
a large  family  and  he  has  not  been  able  to  get  a 
suitable  house.  Your  Council  decided  to  postpone 
the  operation  of  the  demolition  order  for  three 
months  longer,  nothing  however  was  done  and  the 
demolition  order  will  be  proceeded  with. 

Iiilectious  Diseases. 

There  were  17  cases  of  infectious  disease  noti- 
fied during  the  year.  Most  of  these  were  of  a mild 
type. 

There  were  ten  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  four  of 
which  occurred  in  the  Workhouse  in  a family  who 
bad  just  been  admitted. 

Another  case  was  a girl  who  was  sent  home 
from  Kelling  Sanatorium  suffering  from  a mild 
attack.  Of  the  remaining  five  cases  two.  occurred  in 
one  house.  In  all  the  cases,  although  there  were 
other  children  living  in  the  houses,  it  was  possible 
to  isolate  and  so  prevent  any  further  spread. 

There  were  three  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  one 
of  these  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  the  patient 
having  been  brought  from  the  adjoining  district. 
This  case  was  fatal.  The  two  cases  that  occurred 
in  the  town  lived  in  adjoining  streets  and  were 
notified  during  the  same  week.  The  Sanitary  sur- 
roundings in  both  cases  were  not  satisfactory,  near 
one  there  was  a foul  ashpit  and  leaking  drain,  and 


near  the  other  a heap  of  decaying  rubbish.  At  the 
time  there  was  a perfect  pest  of  flies  especially 
noticeable  in  one  of  the  houses.  It  is  well  known 
that  flies  play  an  important  part  in  the  spread  of 
disease.  Accumulations  of  fermenting  horse  manure 
form  the  chief  breeding  place  of  the  house  fly,  but 
these  insects  will  also  breed  in  other  excrernenti- 
tious  substances  and  in  decaying  and  fermenting 
01‘ganic  matter  of  various  kinds,  such  as  is  often 
present  in  ashpits  and  larger  deposits  of  house 
refuse. 

Flies  can  travel  a considerable  distance,  and 
carry  the  germs  of  disease  on  the  exterior  of  their 
legs  and  wings  and  also  in  the  intestine,  and  there- 
fore may  deposit  such  germs  in  any  food  with  which 
they  may  come  in  eontact.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
best  way  to  lessen  the  dangers  connected  with  flies 
is  to  remove  the  material  in  which  they  breed. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  German 
Measles  occurred.  The  attaeks  have  generally 
been  of  a mild  type  and  there  have  been  no  serious 
complications.. 

Very  little  bacteriological  work  has  been  required 
during  the  year  and  it  has  only  been  necessary 
to  send  five  specimens  of  sputum  and  one  throat 

swab  ” for  analysis.

Isolation. 


I should  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the 
(question  of  providing  isolation  accommodation  for 
infectious  disease.  In  the  past  the  necessity  for 
such  has  fortunately  been  very  small,  but  it  would 
be  as  well  to  look  seriously  into  this  question  and 
to  provide  for  eventualities. 

It  also  must  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are  a 


large  number  of  children  unvaccinated.  More  than 
50  per  cent,  of  children  born  during  the  past  five 
years  are  unprotected  by  vaccination. 

The  actual  figures  for  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  during  1913  show  159  successful  vaccina- 
tions and  203  exemptions.  If  small  pox  appeared 
in  either  district  it  would  be  the  Urban  District 
which  would  suffer  the  most.  However  this  dis- 
trict is  far  too  small  to  provide  any  building  by 
itself  and  the  only  possibility  would  be  to  join  with 
the  adjoining  districts. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  County  Council  or  other 
bodies  interested  will  co-operate  in  providing  some 
joint  scheme  of  hospital  isolation  suitable  for  the 
needs  of  this  and  the  adjoining  districts.

Where  a fatal  termination  has  occurred  the  houses 
have  been  disinfected. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was 
41,  of  which  number  25  were  males  and  16  females. 
17  persons  died  in  the  Union  Workhouse  and  14 
of  these  together  with  2 who  died  in  the  town,  are 
transferred  to  other  districts,  whilst  on  the  other 
hand,  7 persons  dying  elsewhere  but  belonging  to 
the  District  are  included  in  the  nett  total  of  32 
deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  12*8. 


The  number  of  births  registered  was  42.  Four 
of  these  were  born  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  all 
being  illegitimate,  and  are  transferred  outside  the 
District,  making  a nett  total  of  38  births  and  giving 
a birth  rate  of  15*2. 

There  were  two  children  who  died  under  one 
year  of  age  showing  an  infantile  mortality  rate 
of  52‘6. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  G.  Rayner)  and  to 
the  Surveyor  (Mr.  J.  M.  Jackson)  tor  their  help 
and  co-operation  during  the  past  year.
